WASHINGTON—The government 


is without authority to prohibit ths 
manufacture and sale 
of 
liquor, 


wines or beer for non-beverage pur- 
poses, according to a ruling made 
by the attorney general and pub- 
lished today by the internal revenue 
bureau. 
The opinion, one of 
thf 


most comprehensive dealing with tht 
question of 
prohibition, expressly 


states that there must be no limita- 
tion on the use of liquors except 
that prescribed by congress in limit- 
ing the sale of spiritous liquors to 
one pint for 10 days. The'question 
of limitation thus, the opinion said, 
is left to the good faith of the phy- 
sician.

Madison. It was parsed in the sen- 
ate by a vote of 74 to.

Milwaukee Sentinel as the

state paper. The State Journal was 
the official paper for 18 .years prior 
to the time that the Sentinel was 
made the official paper.'

and signed by the governor does not 
become a law until it is given offi- 
cial publication in the official state 
paper.

education. This bill brings the edu- 
cational pro'blom of state to a di- 
rect issue, with the state superin- 
tendent C. P. Cdry on one side and 
Maj. E. A- Ktapatriek, secretary 
of state board of education, on the 
other. Mr. jCary believes that the 
state board .of education should be 
abolished. 
Both Mr. Cary and Mr. 


Fitzpatrick spoke. 
."I confess to considerable 
sur- 


prise that some people -have the im- 
pression that there has been inter- 
ference with the State Superintend- 
ent of Schools," 
declared 
Major 
Fitzpatrick. "The statements which 
I have just, made pointing otrt the 
fact that 'we have never interfered 
with the State Superintendent, that 
there is no conflict of legal author- 
ity, that he has refused our Bequests 
for cooperation, indicates that the 
result of propaganda. 
Now, what 


is the purpose of that? 
The only 


clue I have to the purpose of this 
attack on the State Board of Edu- 
cation and the creation of a false 
impression is found in the history 
of the relation of th« State superin- 
tendent arid the other educational 
agencies of the state. 


"Before the election of 1913, the 


Superintendent attacked the 
Uni- 


versity, arid that became the reason 
for his reelection. 
Preceding 
the 


election of 1917, a vehement assault 
was made on the State Board of Vo- 
cational Education, and that became 
the reason for bis reelection 
in 


1917. 
Today ft is the State Board 


of Education. 
It seems to me that 


this studied creation of an issue be- 
fore each political campaign for the 
election of a State Superintendeiit 
offers-, the real explanation of the 
attack this year on the State Board 
of Education. It may be only a 
strange coincidence, I submit it to 
yon for what it is worth. 
"The only approach to a conflict 
that has existed between the State 
Board of Education and the State 
Soperintendent of Schools is 
the

State Superintendent C. P. Gary 
appeared as the chief spokesman in 
favor of the bill which is mimed to 
abolish the state board of-educa- 
tion. He said that recently he had 
sent a questionnaire to about one- 
fourth of city 
superintendent V of 


state and * little over one-fourth of 
county superintendents asking them 
if the state board of edtication rend- 
ered any service to their county. He 
declared that the replies uniformly 
were that ho 
ored.

A Blow At The Press 


Under'Supreme Court Killing Postmaster General Has Tre- 


mendous Powers Over the Newspapers. 


POLLY AND HER PALS—Pa's Crippled in His Purse

F 


REEDOM of the press is the latest of the elementary rights 
in the United States to be swept away by a decision of the 


Supreme Court. Legal decisions and the opinions of the at- 
torneys-general of the United States for more than a century 
are swept aside and a permanent censorship is established, in 
the revolutionary decision read on Monday by Justice Clarke on 
behalf of seven of the nine members of the court in the suit of 
the Milwaukee Leader, to compel the Postmaster General to give 
It the second-class mailing privilege.* Burleson was upheld by 
the Supreme Court in his claim that because The Leader had 
published matter in the past which he deemed non-mailable, the 
paper should henceforth not be permitted to pass through the 
mails as second-class matter. 
\ 


Experienced lawyers, who have watched the case, after- 


ward expressed their amazement at the decision. In effect, it 
made the Postmaster General sole judge as to whether any 
newspaper shall secure or hold the second-class mailing permit 
upon which its mail circulation depends. Should Postmaster 
General Hays, for example, hold that the biggest Democratic 
dally in the country had published obscene or anarchistic mat 
ter, fie can destroy its mail circulation until the long delays of 
. the courts shall have finally have ended with a decision on the 
facts lit the Supreme Conrt.

The inference is plain: The United States Supreme Court

may be restricted and subdued by the intimidation of the Post- 


. master General. 


"This case," says Justice Brandeis in a brilliant dissenting 


opinion, "arose during the World War,' but it presents no legal 


;; question peculiar to the war. It as important, because what we 


decide may determine in large measure whether in times of 
peace our press shall be free. . . While the Postmaster Gen- 
eral may exclude from the mail specific matter which he deems 
of the kind declared by Congress to be unmailable, he may not, 
either as a preventive measure or as a punishment, order that 
?n the future mail tendered by a particular person or the'future 
issues of a particular paper shall be refused transmission. 


"Until recently, at least, this appears never to have been 


questioned, and the Post Office Department has been authorita- 
tively advised that the power of excluding matter from the mail 
was limited to such specific matter as upon examination was 
found to be unmailable and that the Postmaster General could 
not make an order operative upon future-issues of aoiewspaper." 


Brandeis quoted the opinion of the Attorney General in the 


Harrison administration, in 1890, to the effect tha.t Tolstoi's 
"Kreutzer Sonata" could not as a whole be held unmailable when 
printed in a serial form in a newspaper, and that only the par- 
ticular' issues of the paper containing portions of the story held 
to be obscene by the Department could be denied the mailing 
; privilege. 


An anarchist paper printed in the Italian language was, in 


th« Roosevelt administration, likewise the object of attention, 
and again the Attorney General held that only such issues of 


.that paper as contained matter specifically violating the law 


could be refused transmission in the mails.' 


"If such power were possessed by the Postmaster General, 


comments Justice Brandeis, "he would, in view of the practical 
finality of his decisions, become the universal censor of publi 
cations. For a denial of the nse of the mail would be for most 
of them tantamount to a denial of the right of circulation." 


Justice Brandeis pointed out that the denial of the second- 
rate, without the denial .of other mailing rates six to fif- 
times as high, was a punitive measure, whose importance
